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Lipoprotein (a) has been implicated with an increased risk of atherosclerosis and 
cardiovascular disease.

However, the issue as to whether lipoprotein (a) levels should be 
treated is still debated and furthermore the possibilities to influence lipoprotein (a) 
levels remain limited.
